Ordained  in  1945 

By  Francis  Cardinal  Spellman 

A  native  New  Yorker,  Cardinal  Cooke 
was  educated  at  St.  Joseph’s  Seminary 
and  was  ordained  by  his  predecessor, 
Francis  Cardinal  Spellman  in  1945.  After 
two  years  of  parish  work,  he  was  assigned 
to  graduate  studies  at  the  Catholic  Uni¬ 
versity  of  America,  Washington,  D.C. 
where  he  obtained  a  Masters  Degree  in 
Social  Science.  Subsequently  he  taught  at 
Fordham  University  School  of  Social

Service  and  served  as  Procurator  of  St. 
Joseph’s  Seminary.  After  serving  as  per¬ 
sonal  secretary  to  Francis  Cardinal 
Spellman  he  was  appointed  Vice  Chan¬ 
cellor  of  the  Archdiocese  in  1958  and 
Vicar  General  in  1963.  In  the  same  year, 
he  was  designated  Auxiliary  Bishop  of 
New  York  and  Titular  Bishop  of  Summa 
and  was  consecrated  in  Saint  Patrick’s 
Cathedral  in  1965.  Three  years  later  he 
was  appointed  Archbishop  of  New  York 
and  at  the  same  time  he  was  named 


Military  Vicar  for  all  the  men  and  women 
in  the  Armed  Forces  and  their  families. 

In  April,  1969,  Pope  Paul  VI  an¬ 
nounced  his  elevation  to  the  Sacred 
College  of  Cardinals  which  took  place 
in  Rome. 

Served  on  National  Commission 
On  Causes  and  Prevention 
Of  Violence 

Cardinal  Cooke  was  appointed  by 
President  Johnson  to  serve  on  the 
National  Commission  on  Causes  and  Pre¬ 
vention  of  Violence  and  by  President 
Nixon  to  the  Task  Force  on  International 
Development  and  the  Commission  to 
Study  the  United  Nations  on  its  twenty- 
fifth  anniversary. 

He  follows  in  the  steps  of  his  prede¬ 
cessor.  Cardinal  Spellman,  and  endeavors 
to  visit  as  many  Service  Centers  as  pos¬ 
sible  throughout  the  world  during  the 
course  of  each  year.

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Noted  Conductor-Composer  Joins  Synagogue  Staff 
Abraham  Kaplan  to  Organize  Chorus  and  Direct 
Special  Choral  Programs 


Moving  decisively  to  develop  an  out¬ 
standing  music  program,  the  officers  of 
the  Synagogue  have  announced  the  ap¬ 
pointment  of  Abraham  Kaplan,  noted 
choral  conductor  to  serve  as  Director  of 
Choral  Activities  for  the  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue.  Mr.  Kaplan  promptly  an¬ 
nounced  plans  for  formation  of  a  volun¬ 
teer  choral  group  and  issued  an  invita¬ 
tion  for  auditions  with  the  simple  state¬ 
ment,  "If  you  have  the  voice,  the  time, 
the  desire  and  seek  the  gratification  and 
pleasure  of  being  part  of  a  fine  choral 
group,  we  want  you”. 

The  chorus,  to  be  known  as  the  Park 
Avenue  Chorale,  will  culminate  its  first 
season  on  May  19th,  with  the  presentation 
of  a  full-fledged  concert  with  symphony 
orchestra  featuring  Cantor  David  Lef- 
kowitz  as  soloist. 

The  plans  for  the  first  year  include  a 
special  Sabbath  Morning  Service,  featur¬ 
ing  classical  liturgical  music,  a  Friday 
Evening  Service  featuring  contemporary 
Synagogue  music.  The  three  special  pro¬ 
grams  were  proposed  and  developed  by 
Cantor  David  Lefkowitz. 

Abraham  Kaplan,  born  in  Tel  Aviv, 
the  son  of  the  late  and  honored  choral 
conductor,  Shlomo  Kaplan,  has  spent  a 
lifetime  in  the  study,  teaching  and  con¬ 
ducting  of  music.  His  early  formal  edu¬ 
cation  was  at  the  Academy  of  Music  in 
Jerusalem,  where  he  was  graduated  in 
1953.  In  the  years  that  followed  he  had 
the  benefits  of  a  scholarship  at  the  Aspen 
Summer  School  of  Music,  pursued  ad¬ 
vanced  studies  and  earned  a  post-gra¬ 
duate  degree  at  the  Juilliard  School  and 
was  awarded  a  scholarship  by  the  Ame- 
rica-Israel  Cultural  Foundation.  He  at¬ 
tended  the  Berkshire  Music  Center  at 
Tanglewood  under  a  Koussevitsky  Schol-

arship  and  later  became  one  of  its  choral 
and  orchestral  conductors. 

Our  new  choral  director  has  conducted 
concerts  at  Carnegie  Hall,  Philharmonic 
Hall,  Tully  Hall  and  the  Juilliard  Thea¬ 
tre.  He  has  been  guest  conductor  for  the 
San  Francisco  Opera,  the  Israel  Philhar¬ 
monic  Orchestra,  the  St.  Louis  Symphony 
Orchestra,  and  a  featured  performer  with 
the  New  York  Philharmonic  Orchestra 
for  fifteen  years.  Mr.  Kaplan  is  a  founder 
and  conductor  of  the  famed  Camerata 
Singers  and  Camerata  Symphony  Or¬ 
chestra.  Both  groups  have  made  record¬ 
ings  for  Decca  and  Vanguard  Records, 
including  the  recording  of  a  Rosh  Has- 
hana  service  with  Jan  Peerce.  Mr.  Kap¬ 
lan’s  songs  for  children  are  sung  through¬ 
out  Israel. 

Other  highlights  in  Mr.  Kaplan’s  ca¬ 
reer  include:  a  1970  command  perform¬ 
ance  at  the  White  'House  for  a  State  Din¬ 
ner  honoring  the  President  of  Finland, 
and  a  commission  from  Leonard  Bern¬ 
stein,  with  whom  he  has  enjoyed  a  long 
affiliation,  to  prepare  the  Israel  Phil¬ 
harmonic  and  chorus  for  the  world  pre¬ 


miere  of  Bernstein’s  "Kaddish”  Sym¬ 
phony. 

A  recent  composition  "Glorious  —  The 
Songs  of  Abraham”  was  commissioned 
by  C.B.S.-TV  and  recorded  in  London 
under  Mr.  Kaplan’s  direction.  This  past 
summer,  he  served  as  Director  of  the 
Summer  School  of  Choral  Studies  in 
Chautauqua  under  the  sponsorship  of  the 
State  University  of  New  York. 

Mr.  Kaplan  lives  in  New  York  City 
with  his  American  wife,  Davida,  their 
three  children,  David  Elazzar,  eight, 
Dafna  Judith,  six,  and  Michael  Joshua, 
a  recent  arrival. 

We  complete  this  terse  biographical 
sketch  of  our  new  Choral  Director  by 
quoting  the  Senior  critic  of  the  New  York 
Times,  Harold  C.  Schonberg,  who  wrote 
of  Mr.  Kaplan:  "The  young,  vital  Israeli 
conductor,  Abraham  Kaplan,  has  real 
flair,  and  he  makes  music  with  exuber¬ 
ance.  There  is  a  feeling  of  real  commit¬ 
ment  in  his  work.  Mr.  Kaplan  conducted 
forcefully.  There  was  shape  to  his  work 
and  style”.  Robert  Sherman,  likewise  of 
the  New  York  Times,  described  a  'lumin¬ 
ous’  performance  at  Philharmonic  Hall, 
".  .  .  Abraham  Kaplan,  the  dynamic  Is- 
rael-American  conductor  and  his  superbly 
trained  Camerata  Singers.”

Last  year  a  group  of  students  from  the 
Arbus  School  of  Business  Administra¬ 
tion,  Economics  and  Modern  Languages 
of  Arhus,  Denmark  visited  a  Friday  even¬ 
ing  service  at  our  Synagogue  during  their 
tour  of  New  York.  In  asking  if  another 
group  may  come  to  the  service  this  year 
the  school  in  Denmark  sent  the  fol¬ 
lowing  report  of  last  year’s  visit  which 
was  written  by  one  of  the  students.  Last 
year’s  service  was  the  annual  Consecra¬ 
tion  Service  when  new  children  in  our 
Hebrew  School  are  welcomed.  Of  course 
minor  errors  in  the  report  are  to  be  ex¬ 
pected. 

We  print  below  the  letter  sent  after 
the  visit  last  year  to  Rabbi  Nadich: 

Friday,  November  1,  1975 

After  the  visit  to  the  Danish  Consulate, 
some  of  us  wanted  to  attend  the  service  at 
Park  Avenue  Synagogue  at  5:45  p.m.  to  which 
we  had  been  invited. 

On  our  arrival  at  the  Synagogue,  the  boys 
were  asked  to  put  on  a  black  cap.  In  a  syna¬ 
gogue  the  men  must  always  cover  their  heads 
in  reverence  of  God.  On  that  particular  evening 
a  family  service  was  held.  It  was  a  very  happy 
occasion  because  the  first  grade  students  of  the 
Religious  School  were  welcomed  into  the  re¬ 
ligious  community. 

The  synagogue  was  beautifully  decorated  and 
one  could  easily  see  that  the  members  of  the 
congregation  belonged  to  the  upper-middle  and 
upper  classes.  The  atmosphere  in  the  synagogue 
was  warm,  friendly,  and  informal.  The  chil¬ 
dren,  all  dressed  up  for  this  special  occasion, 
were  running  around,  giggling  happily.  The 
entire  service  was  conducted  by  a  young  boy 
of  about  15  years  of  age.  He  read  the  prayers 
aloud.  They  were  all  in  Hebrew.  Rabbi  Judah 
Nadich  welcomed  us  from  the  pulpit,  mention¬ 
ing  the  happiness  and  gratitude  which  the  Jew¬ 
ish  people  felt  towards  the  Danish  people  be¬ 
cause  of  their  assistance  to  Jews  during  World 
War  Two. 

In  the  middle  of  the  service  the  children  — 
forming  a  long  line  — -  walked  up  through  the 
synagogue  to  the  pulpit.  Here  they  sang  a  nun> 
ber  of  songs,  all  in  Hebrew  except  for  the  last 
one  which  was  in  Yiddish.  Then  each  of  trier 
made  a  little  speech  which  they  had  prepared 
themselves.  Among  other  things,  they  talked 
about  the  happiness  of  being  Jewish,  of  going 
to  a  Jewish  school,  of  learning  Yiddish,  etc. 
AH  this  went  on  in  an  informal  manner  —  the 
children  were  laughing  happily  and  the  audi¬ 
ence  was  amused  by  the  children.  Afterwards 
the  Rabbi  talked  to  the  children  and  gave  them 
their  first  Torah  (the  5  books  of  Moses). 

A  lot  has  been  written  about  the  vanishing 
American  Jew  and  about  the  dying  Judaism 
but  one  get  the  impressio-n  that  neither  threat 
exists.  The  fact  that  the  little  children  are 
confronted  with  Judaism  at  such  an  early  stage 
of  their  life,  their  knowledge  thereof,  and  en-

thus i asm  for  being  Jewish  convinced  me  that 
Judaism  is  strong  and  will  survive.  The  chil¬ 
dren  who  were  consecrated  were  about  5  years 
old.  It  was  very  impressive  to*  see  that  they 
knew  all  the  Hebrew  and  Yiddish  songs  by 
heart.  I  could  not  help  comparing  these  chil¬ 
dren  with  Danish  children.  In  Denmark  the 
children  are  not  brought  into  real  contact  with 
the  church  until  they  reach  the  age  of  13  and 
they  certainly  do  not  feel  the  same  happiness, 
enthusiasm  and  seriousness  for  the  church  as 
the  Jewish  children  seem  to  do. 

When  the  service  was  done,  the  people  in 
front  of  us  turned  around  and  wished  us  Sab¬ 
bath  Shalom  (a  good  and  peaceful  Sabbath) 
and  we  were  taken  down  into  the  cellar  to  have 
Kiddush,  wine  and  bread.  Downstairs  we  talked 
with  members  of  the  congregation  and  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Gold  invited  us  all  home  for  dinner. 
We  spent  a  very  nice  and  interesting  evening 
at  the  Gold’s  house.
